Federal authorities today took 
ever the search for Frank W. 
Phillips, 63-year-old murder sus-) 
pect, as it became apparent that 
his walk to freedom from a third- 
floor cell in Fulton Tower also 
had carried him past a dragnet of 
Fulton County deputy sheriffs. 

Fulton Sheriff A. B. “Bud” 
Foster placed deputies at all travel 
exits from Atlanta soon after the 
break was detected. He also per- 
gonally conducted a search of all’ 
piaces Phillips was known to have| 
visited here before his arrest three! 
weeks ago by Atlanta police and 
Secret Service agents on counter- | 
feiting charges. 

However, officials expressed be- 
lief that the wily suspect had fled 
Atlanta, possibly with the help of 
confederates waiting on the out- 
side while he executed the “walk

Norway s Foreign Minister in U. S. 
For Parley Despite Veiled Red Threat . 


WASHINGTON—(/)—Norway’s 
Foreign Minister came to Wash- 
ington yesterday for security talks 
with sudden new pressure of a 
virtual warning from Moscow 
against linking up with the West 
in seeking security in the cold 
war. 

Just before Norway’s Halvard 
M. Lange took off from Oslo, 
Russia cut loose with the news 
that she had offered the Nor- 
wegians a nonaggression pact to 
prove her friendship. Silent, Lange 
came ahead, still determined to 
learn the terms of Norway’s join- 
ing America in the North Atlantic 
Security Pact. 

Russia denounced the pact once 
more, a clearcut demonstration of 
her displeasure over Norway’s 
glances westward.

AtomicEnergy 
Studies Urged 
By Lilienthal 


BETHLEHEM, Pa.—(?)—David 
E. Lilienthal, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, insists 
that Americans must know more 
about atomic energy so they can 
act “wisely and democratically” 
regardless its use and control. 


Lilienthal yesterday told 265 
graduates at Lehigh University’s 
midyear commencement exercises, 
an atomic primer and an atomic 
weapons’ effects handbook are be- 
ing prepared for public release. He 
declined to outline its contents at 
this time. 

“Wide dissemination of facts and 
broad public discussion in this 
atomic field must continue and in- 
crease,” Lilienthal declared in his 
address. 

“This democracy is founded 
upon a faith in the judgment of 
the people as whole. It is 
founded upon a belief that when 
the people are informed—honestly 
and clearly informed—their con- 
science and their common sense 
can be relied upon to carry us 
safely through any crisis.” 

However, Lilienthal cautioned 
that “all details” could not be 
revealed.

The: Tide Turning at Last? 


It’s strange how suddenly everybody 
quit worrying about inflation and began, 
instead, worrying about deflation. 

Most of the well-informed are agreed 
that the somewhat spectacular price de- 
clines of recent days do not presage a de- 
pression, or even a severe recession. But 
they likewise are agreed that a period of 
readjustment is at hand—and, for the 
most part, welcomed. 

Business generally shares the opinion 
of Ben R. Gordon, Atlanta department 
store executive, who told the Tallahassee 
Chamber of Commerce the other night in 
effect that the boom is over. 

Mr. Gordon said the customer no longer 
is eager to buy and for that reason prices 
are coming down. 

Nevertheless, most businessmen and 
economists—Mr. Gordon among them— 
agree with Harold W. Moorhouse, profes- 
sor of economics at the University of 
Georgia, that there are too many healthy 
factors in the economic situation to per- 
mit a depression. 


The big federal budget, which pro- 
vides corporations and individuals with 
continued purchasipg power and the huge 
volume of U. S. securities held by com- 
mercial banks, acting as a support to the 
money supply are the two factors re- 
garded by Mr. Moorhouse as the best 
hedges against a severe recession. 


In addition, unemployment insurance 
covers a large majority of American work- 
ers and they will be protected, to a de- 
gree, in event of job loss. Moreover, 
savings still are high and there are a vast 
number of accumulated consumer wants 
unsatisfied. A great many people simply 
are sitting it out, as the saying goes, await- 
ing the time they can buy what they want 
at prices they feel they should pay. 


Nobody ever will be able to forecast 
accurately the economic outlook because 
the human factors involved cannot be 
measured. But it is the best opinion now 
that we merely have come at last to that 
long-heralded period of readjustment.

Hays’ ‘Rights’ Plan a Test of Good Faith 


WASHINGTON—In an effort to remove civil legislation from the field of bitter controversy, Rep. 
Brooks Hayes, Democrat, of Arkansas, has come forward with a well-reasoned compromise program 


that should appeal to moderates on both sides of the question. 


Without a-compromise there‘is dan- 


ger of Congress being split wide open on the issue. The Senate Rules Committee is now wrestling 
with the problem of strengthening cloture rules in order to give President Truman’s civil rights 


program a fair chance of passage. 


Southern Senators are determined to wage a last-ditch fight 


against any change in the rules which would deny them the right to unlimited debate in discuss- 


ing controversial legislation of the kind. 


What may result is a prolenged filibuster 
against proposed changes in the Tules aimed at 
ending filibusters. That could tie up Senate 
proceedings indefinitely, blocking other important 
legislation that may be pending. 


Mr. Hays, a Southerner himself, calls for 
concessions from extremists on both sides of 
the racial question. If the moderates on both 
sides will approach the problem in the spirit 
of compromise, he believes it will be possible 
to work out a civil rights progr that will 
be acceptable to all concerned d generally 
meet the objectives sought by the President. 


Four major items are involved in the Presi- 
dent’s civil rights program. They are (1) segre- 
gation, (2) anti-poll tax, (3) anti-lynching, and 
(4) fair employment practices legislation. The 
compromise Rep. Hays proposes calls for this: 

First, he would limit Federal segregation poli- 
cies to movements in interstate transportation— 
travel. 

Second, he would repeal poll tax requirements 
for voting by constitutional amendment, rather 
than by statute. " 

Third, he would have enacted a modified anti- 
lynching law which would leave primary re- 
sponsibility for dealing with mob violence to the

’ President’s objective of non-segregation in inter- 


state travel because of the Supreme Court de- 
cision invalidating a Virginia statute requiring 
the segregation of white and Negro passengers 
in interstate travel. That decision had the effect 
of sustaining a nonsegregation policy in all inter- 
state travel. P 


So far as the poll tax goes, Mr. Hays is 
entirely willing to have Congress submit the 
question to the various States in the form of 
a constitutional amendment. Other South- 
ern members have taken a similar stand all 
along. Only seven States still retain the poll 
tax now, anyway. 


On anti-lynching measures, he reminds that 
that is an evil that has practically been extin- 
guished, so that it is no longer the issue it once 
was. He sees no reason why a compromise 
should not be reached whereby the Federal Gov- 
ernment would step in only after local authori- 
ties had failed to do something, and with the 
penalties and fines now proposed being elimi- 
nated. 

The Hays program is certainly worthy of care- 
ful consideration by all those who honestly would

You can’t forgive them or forget them. And it does no good 
to try and blame it on the Yankees or on newspapers or magazines. 
They are a part of us, but they are a less and less frequent part 
of us. They come, inevitably, out of a certain background and out 
of a certain history and tradition and they will keep coming, 
slower and slower but still coming, until we have cut them out 
of our being with the knife of our own will and our own character. 
And that’s what we are going to do. 


Change One can see the change taking place. It is not apparent 
every day or everywhere, because it is a process which 
is taking a long time since we are in a period of transition from the 
old ways and the old poverty to’ the new ways and the better 
economy. That’s why the South is a place of perpetually unfolding 
promise. The change is going on, so slowly it is almost maddening, 
but it never stops, and one day it will break through (though 
there are days when you think it will break your heart instead). 

. It is already pretty plain where we are going. 
Middle West We are heading toward a Middle West aiineuale 
but it will be greater than that good region has ever known. We 
are becoming a land of grass, cattle, dairying, poultry and live- 
stock and hogs. 

Already, here in January, there are many pastures, where none 
was 10 years ago, where in the coldest Winter month we have, a 
man can walk through lush grass which comes halfway up to his 
knees. We can have June pastures in January. 

You don’t want to be like the Pharisee and, walking on the 
side of deep grass and good weather, look at the poor devils 
whose cattle are freezing and starving on the great plains of the 
Western States.. Those States will always carry cattle. But at 
least some of their people are going to see what can be done with 
our lands, growing nothing since the boll weevil took the cotton, 
and waiting to be put to grass and the new hybrid corns. Corn 
is a part of that picture—for cattle, hogs and poultry. 
Soil We are learning new things about our soil. Before all of 
us learn about lime and. phosphate and nitrogens, others 
have gone on to learn about the minor deficiencies. A little copper 
—as little as a few pounds to the acre—will sometimes increase 
a crop as much as five or 10 percent. 
Australia, where there are 10,000 square miles of wasteland, 
is humming with excitement. Five years of research brought forth 
the fact that 80 cents worth of copper sulphate and zinc sulphate, 
mixed with the ordinary superphosphate put on each acre, would 
turn the soil into rich land that would produce fine grasses and 
clovers. We had that dramatic lesson when we learned that a little 
borax would make alfalfa grow where none grew before. We are 
making other, similar, discoveries. 

We have just begun to learn. We are not making history. We 
are unmaking our history of cotton and its plantation system and 
we are moving toward a development which will make our region 
pulse with a prosperity it never dreamed. That isn’t going to 
happen tomorrow. But it is in the process. You can see it if you 
look for it. And we’ll come out of it minus our old deep iffections 
that, now and then, poison us and make us sick of ourselves and 
our ways.

Voters Ignorant of Upper-Bracket Taxes 


PRINCETON, N. J.—The average American voter has little conception of the size of the Federal 
income tax paid by persons in the upper income brackets. 

He thinks that a man with two children who earns $50,000 a year pays around $5,500 in Federal 
income taxes, whereas actually the tax levy on such a person is nearly three times that much— 


approximately $16,000. 

On the other hand, the general public tends 
to overestimate the amount of tax paid in the 
low brackets. Only about one person in four 
knows that a married man with two children 
who earns $2,500 a year actually pays no taxes. 
The average guess of the public is that such a 
man pays about $50. 

These facts, brought to light through question- 
ing a cross-section of the population in all walks 
of life, would indicate that the whole matter 
of taxation is one of the chief “areas of ignor- 
ance” so far as public understanding is con- 
cerned. 

The survey asked, among other questions, the 
following: 

“About how much do you think a married 
man with two children who earns $50 a week 
—that’s about $2,500 a year—NOW PAYS 
in Federal income taxes?” 


Questions also covered $5,000 a year and 
$50,000 a year. 

The table below shows the median average 
of the amounts which voters think are paid in 
taxes, and the approximate tax which is actually 
paid at present.

vary for each family, depending on special ex- 
penses and deductions claimed. 

Concerning the $50,000-a-year income, fewer 
than one person in 10 in the survey came any- 
where close to naming the amount actually paid. 
Only 11 percent came within $5,000 of guessing 
the actual tax amount of some $16,000. 


The general ignorance concerning what is 
paid in the higher brackets is illustrated in 
many individual interviews in the survey. A 
Colorado farm wife said she thought the 
$50,000-a-year man paid about $1,250 to the 
Federal Government in taxes, while a voter 
in San Francisco estimated the tax at only 
$1,000. 


There are cases at the other extreme, too. A 
GI student in Fresno, Cal., was under the im- 
pression that a man earning $50,000 with two 
children had to pay $40,000 of it to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Observers will probably find many possible 
explanations for the general tendency of the 
voters to underestimate the tax now paid in the 
upper brackets. It may be that the average 
American does not fully understand the principle 


, of the “graduated” tax and concludes that the

Industry is happy in South Carolina, 
not only because it is able to operate profitably 
here, but due in a large part to the hospitality, 
friendliness and courtesy of the people.” 

The report urged that the State use all of its 
energies to keep young people here by providing 
job opportunities for them. 

“Due to the recent increase in industrial op- 
portunities within the State, it is felt that this 
outward flow of the population is being reduced,” 
the report said. 

In the face of such vision and progressiveness 
by this and other Southern States, Georgia has 
done and is doing practically nothing in this re 
spect. We hope the new State Chamber of Com- 
merce will remedy this deplorable state of affairs.

The game can’t go on forever. 

It is said that the latest “peace” offer of Pre- 
mier Stalin is aimed at the projected Atlantic 
Pact, that thereby he hopes to stop that. That

"FRANCIS CARDINAL SPELLMAN 


‘The Blood Red of Martyrdom 


NEW YORK—(INS)—The text of Francis Cardinal Spellman’s sermon in which he denounced 
the trial of Joseph Cardinal Mindszenty by the Communist Hungarian Government follows in full: 


“A new God has come to you, my people. 
His fiery eyes do not flash through clouds of 
incense or from altar candles. They do not gleam 
from gold-framed darkened pictures of Saints. 

“This new God is not a stone statue worn 
smooth by the kisses of the faithful. ... He Was 
not born in Heaven. He is not far away, nor is 
he hidden from us. The new God is born from 
earth and blood. 

“ _.. He strides ahead and under the thun- 
der of his steps the globe trembles from East to 
West. . . . This is the Red God. The Seine shud- 
ders at his impact and tries to break its banks, 

“Westminster trembles before him like Jeri- 
cho, and across the green ocean his red shadow 
falls on the walls of the White House. Hosanna! 
new God.” 

My dear friends, you know these words are 
not mine! They are the words of an Hungarian 
Communist, words that echo the thoughts of men 
depraved and deranged—men who do not know 
truth, love, justice or faith—men who as their 
gods know only Satan and Stalin! 

Yes, these lines come from the pen of a Satan- 
bred man and are taught to the youth of Red- 
enshackled lands—lands where everybody is 
afraid of everybody else, where even a son fears 
his father and fathers fear their own blood-sons, 
as all become serfs and victims of the relent- 
less god of Baal! 

Yes, the blasphemous lines I have just quoted 
to you are wild words, but they are wild words 
of warning and, unless we listen well and re- 
alize that we must counteract them by con- 
certed, constant prayer and action—then these 
words but foretell America’s and the whole 
world’s doom. 


May 8, 1945—VE Day: On that day I de- 
livered from this pulpit my prayer of 
Thanksgiving for the victory of the hour, 
begging peace with justice, beseeching that 
as victors we do not offend God by sinning 
against His mercy. 


The peace that came was not God’s peace, 
and because in the ensuing postwar years men’s 
hearts have not been won back to God, I must 
this day, as a protest against the crucifixion of 
humanity entreat your prayers for persecuted, 
tortured, victimized Cardinal Mindszenty. 

This is Cardinal Mindszenty Day—a day of 
prayer and of protest! Prayer for what? Protest 
against what? 

There is no use to try to save Cardinal 
Mindszenty’s life, for from the very hour he was 
taken away in the black of night from his home, 
his flock, his aged mother, Cardinal Mindszenty 
became the victim of torturings and druggings 
that put him beyond the reach or realm of 
human help! 

It was he himself who said to me when he 
was my honored guest less than a year ago— 
“My enemies can take from me no more than 
a life and that has already been given to 

re) hee 

No, the physical Cardinal Mindszenty can no 
longer be saved. It is the spiritual Cardinal 
Mindszenty in his martyrdom of mind and body 
that we can fortify by our prayers that in his 
soul he may know that in another part of the 
world other men are holding high God’s torch 
of justice for Hungary’s anguished peoples and 
the enslaved peoples of every land. 


And in our own dear land each free 
man and woman must protest and fight to 
keep his own integrity of conscience. his 
own God-given freedoms—and exert every 
effort to save America and the rest of the 
democratic, God-loving world from trickery, 
torturings, disaster and defeat. 


For if we fail to learn a lesson from Cardinal 
Mindszenty’s martyrdom, we shall fail ourselves 
and ourselves face Communist conquest and anni- 
hilation! 

When first Cardinal Mindszenty answered the 
eall of Christ, “Come follow Me,” to that day 
when only two years ago with 30 other priests 
and myself, he was received into the Sacred 
College of Cardinals, he has lived a life full and 
priestly. 

Then we rededicated our hearts, our souls, 
our lives to God, the propagation of our faith 
and the perpetuation of Christ’s Church. 

And only two days ago Cardinal Mindszenty 
—priest of a people who love, honor, trust and 
revere him, was brought to mock-trial for his 
life, even though his life had already been 
signed away by the lords of Communism—men 
among whom there is no honor, love nor trust, 
eg for one another, for their neighbor or their 


Thus has the symbolic red of his Cardinal’s 
—< literally become the blood red of martyr- 
om: 

Had Ia hundred tongues, a hundred mouths, 
a voice of iron, I could not compass all the 
crimes of the “men of sin” as they wage war 
against the “man of sorrows”; neither can I re- 
count the miseries perpetrated by these slave. 
men, crimes which it is neither in my personal 
power to relieve.or prevent. 


Nevertheless, so long as my heart beats 
and breath lingers in my body, I shall never 
cease to pray and labor to protect America. 
and warn and work against Communism and 
all the evils growing from out its rotted 
yt “rebellion to tyrants is obedience 


While a whole world waged war and tragi- 
cally talked of peace, I witnessed the sufferings 
of men in a world trapped by fear, famine and 
madness called Communism. 

It was then that I resolved to try to pour 
into the minds of every American a sense of 
great gratitude to God for our freedom, our 
liberties, our opportunities, and instill within 
those minds the realization of the imminent 
dangers of atheistic Communism to America. 

And I avow that unless the whole American 
people, without further ostrich-like actions and 
pretenses unite to stop the Communist flood- 
ings of our own land, our sons, for the third and 
last time, shall be summoned from the comforts, 
tranquillity and love of their own homes and 
families to bear arms against those who would 
desecrate and destroy them. 


Yea, it is full time that a strong and vigilant 
America unite in prayer and protest against 
wasting the youth of her own nation, and try 
to help save civilization from the world’s most 
fiendish, ghoulish men of slaughter, lest the 
anguished spending of a million lives will end 
again in war’s beginning! 


Therefore, I beg you, my beloved people, 
let us not confuse lack of vision, unity, cour- 
age and strength for prudence as we watch 
nation after nation fall victims to Commu- 
nism, for prudence often is but an excuse 
for silence, procrastination and compromise. 


Even today as we read newspaper releases 
from the Communist-controlled press of Budapest 
that tell us contradictory stories about a Cardi- 
nal-priest who, so little time ago, we took into 
this cathedral and unto our own hearts and 
homes, millions of Americans refuse to recognize 
that we ourselves are faced with these same 
merciless dangers! 


You have all seen pictures of Cardinal Mind- | 


szenty in the newspapers at his mock trial in 
his own country. And all of you saw pictures 


of Cardinal Mindszenty when, a free man, he | 


sat kindly, willingly for his picture in America. 

Can you fail to see here a man‘tortured and 
drugged, even though the Communist press dares 
to print that he “denies duress?” The Com- 


- munists believe the American public is still easy 


to fool, willing to be “drugged” into believing 


whatever leaves them their own comforts, their | 


own freedoms. 

But are we, the American people, the tools 
and the fools for which the Communists take us? 

Are we always to endure the insults and 
wounds they inflict upon our American honor 
and decency as they enslave countries and per- 
secute peoples, as they inflict wounds and beat- 
ings upon decent, God-loving men and patriots 
like Cardinal Mindszenty, for when the Cardinal 
confessed to treason against the present Com- 
munist Government in Hungary he but professed 
his loyalty to his. country. 


If this be treason—to deny allegiance to 
an atheistic Communist Government—then 
thank God Cardinal Mindszenty confessed to 
treason, as would J, if this free land of Amer- 
ica were ever conquered by the demoniac 
people now using every foul means to over- 
throw our Republic. 


How long are we, free-minded, fair-minded, 
freedom-loving Americans, going to allow these 
same fiendish Communists to drug us with their 
propaganda and our own apathy? 

When will the American Government, 
American public, the leaders in all phases of 
American life—religious, educational, 
labor, industrial, yes! and in entertainment— 
when will all free men raise their voices as one 


and cry out against and work against Satan- | 


inspired Communists’. crimes? 


How long, O my God, shall we stand by and | 
see Thy peoples who love Thee reviled, perse- | 


cuted and murdered by atheistic Communists 
who deny Thee and hate Thee even as again and 
again they crucify Thee upon Thy cross? 


Cardinal Mindszenty’s jailers gave him 
drugs, perhaps without his knowledge. They 
did not want another hero like Archbishop 
Stepinac. No, not another martyr would they 
have in Cardinal Mindszenty. They would 
break his will and show him to his people 
broken, weak and faithless. 


That is why they took Cardinal Mindszenty 
away in the night because the first time he was 
arrested by the Nazis on false charges he walked 
through the streets with his captors, daring to 
bless his people with the sign-of the cross as 
they lined the streets to pray for him and beg 
his prayers for themselves who would, they 
knew, also be persecuted, abused and slain. 

Yet we should not grieve at the death of Car- 


dinal Mindszenty, for man is not completely born 
until he dies to live in God. No, let us not be 


sorrowful nor tearful for him—but rather for | 


one whom I pray God to take unto Himself ere 
her heart be more deeply pierced by anguish for 
her saintly son. 

I speak of Cardinal Mindszenty’s 85-year-old 
mother. Like unto Mary, our own blessed Mother, 
who was witness to the passion of her only son, 
this mother’s cross is far heavier than her son’s. 

I pray that God shall raise this gentle mother 
into the arms of His own Mother Mary, there 
to be pressed close to the sacred heart of Christ 
her son—there, at least, to find peace. 


In closing my plea for your prayers and 
protests on behalf of Cardinal Mindszenty, 
let me tell you a story that will, I believe, 
touch your hearts just as it touched a spark 
within my own when first I heard it. 


It is a story that I heard told by an American

Rankin’'s Pension Bill 
Has Solons Over Barrel 


WASHINGTON—(UP)—Middle-of-the-road House Democrats ad- 
mitted yesterday that they can’t stop Rep. John E. Rankin’s multi- 
billion-dollar bill to pension war veterans, but said they hope to cut 


down its cost. 
None of them would be quoted 


by name because they don’t want 
to be recorded as going against 
the veterans. But they said Ran- 
kin has Democratic leaders “over 
a barrel.” 

Rankin, Mississippi States 
Rights Democrat and Chairman of 
the House Veterans Committee, 


predicted that there “won’t be a 
vote against it” when the Commit- 


tee reports his bill to the floor. 


Veterans Administration offi- 
cials estimate the measure would 
cost $2,000,000,000 the first year 
and more than $6,000,000,000 an- 
nually by 1985. 

One committeeman, known for 
his pro-veteran stand, said that 
estimate was far too conservative. 
He said it would hit as much as 
$10,000,000,000 a year “and in its 
present form, might bankrupt the 
country.” 

He said the VA’s figures were
